This telegram came as a surprise to
me. and before I did anything I showed
It to Mr. Hempstead, the president of
the New York club. The wire further
stated that Kauff would like to Join
the Giants.

We next cot In touch with Kauff, and,
after' that all business was done be-
tween Kauff and Mr. Mempstead'a at-
torney. We found, from what Kauff
told us, that the youngster came to ub
as a free agent, as we rind been advised.

Cornell and Penn Appear To
Be Best In Intercollegiates
Franklin Field, Philadel-

phia, Will Be Scene of
Fortieth Games
This Week.

The intercollegiate track and field
championships, tho fortieth annual
games of the Intercollegiate A. A. A.
A., scheduled for Franklin Field Phlla-delphl- a,

on next Friday and Saturday,
promise to be the greatest meet the
world has seen since the Olympic games
at Stockholm In 1J12.

The competitors will comprise about
400 of the picked athletes of the East
ern college world, among them being
world'B and Olympic champions. So keen
Is the competition for team and Indi-
vidual honors that records are almost
sure to he broken.

Tho greatest Interest, of course, cen-
ters In the fight for team honors. This
year marks the beginning of a new
series. Cornell won permanent posses
sion or the intercollegiate cup last year,
and for this year's meet a new cup Is
put up for competition, at a cost of al
most Jl.000. Most of the experts seem
to think that the fight will be between
Cornell and Pennsylvania, with Har-
vard, Yale, or Dartmouth likely to
spring a surprise.

Cornell Is strong because the Ithacans
have a nucleus of stars and a lot of
men able to pick up seconds, thirds,
fourths and fifths. In fact, Cornell
threatens to score In as many events as
a year ago, when the Ithacans tallied In
eleven of the thirteen events.

Pennsylvania, on the other hand, es

Its strength In a few events
the sprints and hurdles and middle-distanc- e

runs. If tho Quakers come
through heic, they will have a chance
to win. The chances of Harvard and
Yale depend to a great extent upon
what their representatives can do to
Pennsylvania In the sprints and hurdles
and to Cornell In the distance runs.

This meet will see a good many Olym-
pic stars In competition. Among theso
are Captain D. r. Plpplncott of Penn-
sylvania, holder of the world's er

record and Joint holder of the world's
20-yar- d record; Ted Meredith, also or
Pennsylvania, holder of the world's
half-mil- e record, A. W. Richards, of
Cornell, holder of the Oljmplc high
Jump title-- Oler, of Yale, a member of
the Olympic team, and Worthlngton, of
Dartmouth.

Taking up the different events, first
place in the 100 yards seems to He be-
tween Ingersoll, of Cornell, who has
done the best work of this year; Llppln-co- tt

and Patterson, of Pennsylvania;
Teschner, of Harvard. Smith, of Michi-
gan, Is also a faorlte with some. The
same men figure in the 220-ya- dash,
with the addition of Lockwood, of
Pennsjlvanla.

One of the feature events promises to
bo the quarter mile, and here a new
world's nnd intercollegiate record Is
looked for The fight promises to be a
thiee-cornere- d affair between Ted Mere-
dith. Pennsylvania: Willcox. of Harvard
and Wllkle. of Yale. Meredith is the
picsent intercollegiate champion, with a
record of 41 5 seconds.

WUkle. of Yalo. did 48 seconds in
the class games several weeks ago,
while Willcox did 48 seconds flat last
Saturday week In the Harvard-Yal- e

meet. Meiedlth has to run tho hair
mile as well as the quarter, and this
Is expected to glvo Willcox and Wilkle
a slight advantage.

In the half mile Meredith must tackle
a new bunch of rivals In Phllly he will
meet Bingham, of Harvard, who has
transferred from the quarter to the
half. Copper, of Harvard, always a
sure point winner there Hayes, of
Princeton, fifth last year, and Speldcn
nnd Wlndnngle. of Cornell, who will
run th half after the mile.

In tho mile Co-n- el ha two good men
In Speldcn and Wlndnngle.
